Killings Elicit Conflicting Opinions 


Many willing to cut 
Afghanistan shooting 
suspect some slack 


Washington 

He is accused of the kind of crime that 
makes people shiver, the killing of fam- 
ilies in their own homes under cover 
of night, the butchery of defenseless 
children. Under normal circumstances, 
Americans would dismiss such an act 
as worthy of only one response: swift 
and merciless punishment. 

Not so in the case of Robert Bales 
— at least, not for some Americans. So 
far, many seem willing to believe that 
a 10 -year U.S. military veteran, worn 
down by four tours of combat and per- 
haps suffering from post-traumatic 
stress disorder, simply snapped. 

Exactly what set off the Army ser- 
geant accused of massacring 16 civil- 
ians in Afghanistan is far from clear. 
Organizations and individuals with 
differing agendas have portrayed 
Bales as the personification of some- 
thing that is profoundly broken. 

On the website of Iraq Veterans 
Against the War, organizer Aaron 
Hughes declared that Afghan war vet- 
erans “believe that this incident is not 
a case of one ‘bad apple’ but the effect 
of a continued U.S. military policy of 
drone strikes, night raids and heli- 
copter attacks where Afghan civil- 
ians pay the price.”

Bundy Lawyer Hired for Case 

Prominent Seattle lawyer John Henry Browne, 65, 
will represent Army Staff Sgt. Robert Bales, the 
suspect in the horrific nighttime slaughter of 16 
Afghan villagers. Browne plans to meet Bales on 
Monday in Kansas. Browne has represented seri- 
al killer Ted Bundy and Colton Harris-Moore, known 
as the “Barefoot Bandit." Tall and stylish, Browne is 
known equally for his zeal in representing his clients 
and his flair before television cameras, (ap) 


Backstory 

Authorities say Robert Bales, a 

38-year-old married father of two from 
Washington state, stalked through 
two villages in Afghanistan’s Kandahar 
Province on March 11, gunned down 
civilians and attempted to burn some of 
the bodies. The dead included nine 
children. Charges against him are ex- 
pected to be filed within a week, (ap) 


Paul Wohlberg, who lives next door 
to the Baleses in Lake Tapps, Wash., 
said: “A good guy got put in the wrong 
place at the wrong time.” 

Fred Wellman, a retired Army 
lieutenant colonel from Fredericks- 
burg, Va., does not deny that 10 years 
of war have severely strained the ser- 
vice. But while others might see Bales 
as a wounded soul, Wellman sees a 
man who sneaked off base to com- 
mit his alleged crimes, then had the 
presence of mind to “lawyer up” as 
soon as he was caught. 

Benjamin Busch, a Marine vet- 
eran of two tours of Iraq, wrote last 
week on the website The Daily Beast 
that he and his comrades are afraid 
to admit that Bales “lost his mind 
in war,” because that “allows for the 
possibility that any one of us could 
go insane at any time, and that every 
veteran poisoned by their combat 
experience could be on edge for life.”

For hours, the demonstrators 
were celebrating the anniversary 
of the movement that has brought 
attention to economic inequality 
New York police Det. Brian 
Sessa said the tipping point came 
when the protesters started break- 
ing the park rules.

San Juan, Puerto Rico 

At El Sendero De La Cruz evangel- 
ical church, Rick Santorum sought 
prayers along with votes. 

He told the San Juan congre- 
gation that he can withstand the 
demands of campaigning because of 
the many people like them he meets 
while running for president. “The 
first thing they almost always say 
to me, T’m praying for you,’” San- 
torum said. “It works.” 

It’s the kind of spirit-infused lan- 
guage that is helping Santorum con- 
nect with evangelical Republicans, 
who have fueled his strong show- 
ing in state after state. Yet, in one 
of the more puzzling developments 
among many in the GOP contest, 
he’s nowhere near as successful with 
his fellow Roman Catholics. 

Santorum is often mistaken 
for a Protestant conservative, by 
both evangelicals and Catholics, 



Mitt Romney won the primary Sun- 
day in Puerto Rico, the Republican 
representative on the Puerto Rican 
State Electoral Commission said. 

according to a recent poll by the 
Pew Research Center. Across all 
states where Republican primary 
voters were asked their religion in 
exit polls, Mitt Romney, a Mormon, 
trounced Santorum among Catho- 
lics, with an average margin of vic- 
tory above 20 percentage points. 

In the 2004 race. Democrat 
John Kerry was the first Catho- 
lic presidential candidate from a 
major party since John F. Kennedy 
in I960. Still, Kerry lost Catholics 
in the general election to President 
George W. Bush, a Protestant. 

“Just being Catholic by no 
means buys you anything in the 
Catholic vote anymore,” said Mark 
Gray, a researcher at Georgetown 
University’s Center for Applied 
Research in the Apostolate who 
specializes in American Catholics.

Syrian Rebels Unfazed by Defeats 


Despite setbaeks, 
opposition looks to 
boost its firepower 


Gorentas, Turkey 

Syrian rebels are regrouping despite 
bitter defeats at the hands of Pres- 
ident Bashar Assad’s regime, and a 
top priority is finding weapons and 
ammunition to boost their firepow- 
er, a man who identified himself 
as a low-ranking rebel commander 
told The Associated Press. 

Ahmad Mihbzt, who said he was 
a sergeant who defected from the 
Syrian army, spoke in Gorentas, 
a Turkish village just miles from 
the Syrian border. Mihbzt is one 
of hundreds, possibly thousands, 
of rebels who have fled to Turkey, 
where many hope to turn the tide 
of the fight back in their favor. 

“We are regrouping,” Mihbzt, 
25, said Sunday. “We are working 
on finding weapons.” 

In recent weeks, as the uprising 
against Assad wrapped up its first 
year, Syrian forces retook some key 
rebel-held areas in the country.

Three suicide bombings in the Syrian capital of Damascus killed 27 people 
on Saturday, a day before a Syrian government security building was attacked 
in the northern city of Aleppo. Saturday’s targets included a government build- 
ing, above. Meanwhile, a harsh security crackdown on Sunday prevented oppo- 
sition rallies marking one year since the first nationwide protests of the upris- 
ing against President Bashar Assad. Aleppo and Damascus, Syria’s two largest 
cities and critical centers of support for Assad, have been struck by a number

A major challenge facing the 
rebels is a dearth of cash with 
which to buy weapons. Saudi Ara- 
bia and Qatar have discussed mil- 
itary aid, but the U.S. and others 
have not advocated arming the reb- 
els, in part out of fear it would cre- 
ate a more prolonged battle. 

As part of their strategy, rebel 
fighters are targeting Syrian sol- 
diers on patrol or sentries guard- 
ing facilities to seize their weap- 
ons. The rebels also hope to capture 
arms depots belonging to the Syr- 
ian army, he said. 

Mihbzt insisted rebels would 
not give up their quest to over- 
throw the Assad regime. 

“We don’t accept the defeat,” 
Mihbzt said. “We will fight 
until our last drop of blood.”

Pyonyang dismisses 
criticism, U.S. threat 
to cut off dipolomacy 

Pyonyang, North Korea 

North Korea vowed Sunday to go 
ahead with plans to launch a long- 
range rocket next month, rejecting 
criticism in the West that it would 
scuttle recent diplomacy. 

The announcement came about 
two weeks after the North agreed 
to suspend long-range missile tests 


and make nuclear concessions in 
exchange for much-needed food aid 
from the United States. The agree- 
ment was seen as a promising step 
toward improved relations between 
the two wartime enemies. 

The U.S., Japan, Britain and 
others have urged North Korea to 
cancel the launch, calling it a threat 
to diplomatic efforts and warning 
that it would violate a U.N. ban on 
nuclear and missile activity. 

China, North Korea’s main 
ally, also expressed rare concern 
Saturday. 


Backstory 

North Korea said on Friday that 
it would fire an observation satellite 
into space on a new rocket as part 
of celebrations next month of the 
100th anniversary of late president 
Kim II Sung’s birth. North Korea quit 
nuclear disarmament talks after 
one such launch in 2009 was con- 
demned by the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil. Pyongyan then tested an atomic 
device, which resulted in tightened 
U.N. sanctions. (AP) 


On Sunday, the North’s offi- 
cial news agency dismissed the 
criticism. 

“It is a sinister and deliberate 
anti-peace action” by hostile forces, 
the Korean Central News Agency 
said in an editorial. It said North 
Korea remained determined to 
carry out its plans. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon urged North Korea to recon- 
sider the launch, and U.S. officials 
have warned they would not pro- 
vide 240,000 metric tons of prom- 
ised food aid if it goes ahead, (ap)

The House’s Barber of the Hill 


Quattrone has spent 
42 years cutting hair 
for both sides of aisle 

Washington 

As Rep. Frank D. Lucas leaned back 
in the barber’s burgundy chair one 
recent afternoon, he mentioned 
that he and the man wielding the 
shears above his head have a bit 
in common. 

“If you don’t like people, you’re 
not going to be a barber,” drawled 
the Oklahoma Republican as he got 
a trim. “Or you’re not going to be 
a member of Congress.” 

As a House of Representatives 


barber, Giuseppe “Joe” Quattro- 
ne has spent 42 years expertly 
maneuvering his scissors around 
the ears and bald patches of Repub- 
licans and Democrats with equal 
finesse. 

Quattrone, 78, has cut the hair 
of most of the House speakers since 
Watergate. But he doesn’t trade gos- 
sip and he never talks politics. 

Although Quattrone doesn’t 
weigh in on political debates, he 
hears about them in between the 
staccato snips of his scissors. With 
congressional approval ratings at 
an all-time low, he defends his law- 
maker friends and advises constit- 
uents to come talk to their repre- 
sentatives.

“I’ll tell you, they work real- 
ly hard. They have a tough job,” 
he said. “They earn their money, 
believe me.” 


Quattrone got his job as a House 
barber by contacting his congress- 
man. By the 1980s, he was manag- 
ing the basement shop in the Ray- 
burn House Office Building. 

When Quattrone began cutting 
hair on the Hill, there were five bar- 
bershops on the House side. 

After Sept. 11, 2001, he saw busi- 
ness drop off, mainly because of 
increased security. “People can’t 
come in and out like they used 
to,” he said. 

“I think it’s one of the best jobs 
a barber can have,” Quattrone 
said. “I got the most famous peo- 
ple, the most important people. 
And I’m apart of it.” stefanie dazio

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Problem Parts 

Metro’s door problems can be 
caused by a variety of factors, of- 
ficials said. Sensors may misfire 
when a train is packed, something 
can jam the doors or motors may 
malfunction. The most problem- 
atic doors are on the 2000 and 
3000 series rail cars due to an 
electrical switch, Metro officials 
said. Metro is installing new parts 
in those cars —and on the 6000 
series as a preventive measure 
— by this summer. Planned fleet 
improvements over the next two 
years include software upgrades 
and spindle replacements, and 
the 1000 series rail cars will be 
replaced. The 7000 series, sched- 
uled for delivery next year, will 
have more advanced technology 
that Dave Kubicek, deputy general 
manager of operations, hopes will 
mean better reliability, (twp)

For Metro riders and rail operators, 
train doors are just another headache 


Washington 

The doors on Metro’s rail cars are 
one of the most frustrating prob- 
lems for riders and train opera- 
tors alike. 

Passengers complain that they 
are too quick to close. Someone 
jams an arm, a foot, a briefcase 
or a stroller into the space and it 
gets stuck as the doors snap shut. 
Worst of all, a door malfunctions. 


and, unable to fix the problem, the 
operator offloads the train. 

The delays add up. Door prob- 
lems were the leading cause of 
Metro weekday delays last year, fol- 
lowed by brake and power issues. 
But 18 percent of the time — a total 
of 455 hours — doors were the rea- 
son, according to Metro data. 

It leaves riders all too unhappy, 
especially when the problems are 
compounded by track work and 


delays due to broken-down trains 
or cracked rails. 

Marc Shandler, who was aboard 
a Red Line train that was offloaded 
recently because of door problems, 
was sympathetic. Metro seems to 
be “doing their best to keep things 
running. Or at least with duct tape 
and spit,” he said. 

But Chris Jewell, systems devel- 
opment director at Georgetown 
Law, blames the train operators, 
saying they “sow chaos and inci- 
vility.” 

“You don’t know if the chime 
means it is going to close in one 
second or 10 seconds,” he said. “It 
creates a sense of you have to rush 
on the train.” 

One source of confusion, espe- 
cially for tourists, is that Metro’s 
doors don’t bounce back when they 
hit something. The doors are open 
between 25 to 35 seconds, officials 
said. Any longer and it would delay 
trains, which could ripple along the

lines, Metro said. 

Operators push a button to open 
the doors after they stop at a plat- 
form. They are then required to 
look down the platform to make 
sure people move out of the way 
before they close the doors. That’s 
where judgment comes into play. 

“If I see someone busting their 
tail to get down the stairs and 
across the platform. I’ll wait for 
you,” said Danielle Glass, 33, who is 
a train operator and has been with 
Metro for almost seven years. 

The operators aren’t fans of the 
doors either. For them, doors are 
like dogs to mail carriers. 

“It comes with the territory,” 


said Wilbert Ferguson, 59, a train 
operator since 1986. “You try not to 
close anybody up. You try to gauge 
it the best you can so that every- 
one is clear.” 

Few riders understand that the 
train’s mechanical system won’t 
allow it to move unless all the doors 
are properly closed, some operators 
said. For them, the busiest stations 
are also some of the most problem- 
atic places, where riders try to hold 
or race for the doors. 

Other transit agencies have door 
problems as well. 

At San Francisco’s Bay Area 
Rapid Transit system, managers 
said they have about two delays per 
week related to doors. They note 
that their number doesn’t include 
problems caused by riders. 

“Stuff just wears out,” said 
Henry Kolesar, group manager 
for engineering at BART. “Doors 
are a headache.” dana hedgpeth

The close game was a fitting end 
to a strange year that began with 
the team attacked by the crowd 
and opposing players in an exhi- 
bition game in China.

As studios build buzz 
for blockbusters earlier, 
they run a greater risk of 
disappointing audiences

When Warner Bros, released the first 


photograph of the new Superman, the 
studio clearly wanted to spark some 
advance fanboy and fangirl chatter. 
Super-advance. 

The picture of actor Henry 
Cavill, muscles rippling beneath 
his heroic pseudo-leotard, was 
unveiled online last August. But 
the movie in which he’ll wear 


that familiar ensemble, “Man of 
Steel,” won’t arrive in theaters 
until June 2013. 

This approach to movie mar- 
keting, one in which the buzz 
machine cranks up early and 
feeds the blogosphere often, is now 
commonplace. “The Dark Knight 
Rises,” “The Amazing Spider-Man,” 
the multiple installments in the 
“Twilight” saga and the soon-to- 
be-released “Hunger Games,” the 
adaptation of Suzanne Collins’s young- 
adult novel about a government-sanc- 
tioned teen death match, are among 
the many films engaging in varying 
degrees of something we’ll call movie 
publicity foreplay. 

For several months, sometimes a 
year-plus, the studios behind these proj- 
ects titillate fans with provocative sneak 
peeks — casting announcements, pho- 
tos, trailers, alternate reality games — 
until it’s finally time to deliver the full 
monty: the movie itself 

“There is so much competing for audi- 
ence’s attention that I think to go out 
there early and engage fans and make 
a project feel like an event is certainly 
an important thing to do,” says Heath- 
er Phillips, the chief marketing officer at 


Aspect Ratio, a movie marketing firm in 
Los Angeles. “But you don’t want to take 
away the mystery around it. You don’t 
want to give away too much.” 

The notion of engaging in a bit of 
premature audience seduction, partic- 
ularly online, is hardly new. (see 1999’s 
“The Blair Witch Project”) But as the 
power of social media swells, the inten- 
sity of these marketing efforts — as well 
as the need to activate them increasing- 
ly early — is changing the game, allow-

There’s the risk of overdoing 
the marketing of a much- 
hyped film to the point where 
potential audience members 
are already s/ck of the movie 
before it even opens.

ing a movie’s publicity campaign to often 
kick into gear well before production has 
even started.

Over a 15-year recording career, 
Andrew Bird has accrued a

of an ersatz Beach Boys melody. 
The album’s final track, “Belles,” 
is three minutes of feedback-laden 
atmosphere resembling John Gale’s 
most attractive experimentation. 
Coming at the end of an hour’s 
worth of frequently too-baroque 
arrangements, “Belles” is a lovely 
exercise in restraint. It’s also a 
fittingly enigmatic finale for an 
album on which Bird continues 
to vacillate between adventurous 
artist and NPR comfort food.

album “Zemelewa" is a collaboration 
between two musicians from Ivory 
Coast (singer Yeoue Narcisse and 
guitarist/harmonica player Tiende 
Laurent) and two from the United 
States (drummer Alex Owre and 
guitarist/D.C.-area resident Michael 
Shereikis).
